Hixteen
miles of this distance was navigated by
a stenmbont in 1852, When the Maobile
and Ohio Railrond was completed, the
atroam wax noglectod, and navigation Js
by the accumalation of fallen timbers,
It hos Ligh banks and diring the rainy
soason  the water iy decp enough for
stall erafts which eould navigate it, hut
for thess obstructions. Couplod with this
statement the UL 8, Boginer charged
with surveying the erock sntd that *a
box drain of 12 inches square would
readily pass all the water that was flow-
ing in the creek when 1 (he) gaw ig."
This statement was fatal to the project
of improving Old Town Creek. It foll
under the ban of the SBecrctary of War,
who by consent of the President refused
t contract for the expenditure of $3,000
ppropriated for that purpose. As that
sum is 80 manifestly inadeguate to the
completion of the work, the money
would have boen expended in vain un-
less it had been supplemented by other
appropriations.
